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KISSINGER’S HOPES 


R. Kissinger is due in Egypt 
~“ today, hopeful of a Syrian 
disengagement, as he has de- 
clared, because his invitation to 
Damascus has not been can- 
celled. 

The fighting has_ escalated 
sharply there and the losses 
have begun to mount. Not all 
of them are due directly to Sy- 


rian action, or at least not to- 


Syrian military skill The heavy 
and tragic losses in the Golan 
area over the Independence 
weekend appear to have heen 
the result of a random hit by 
a shell and weather conditions 
that caused the crash of the 
helicopter come to evacuate the 
casualties, causing more loss of 
life, to a total of 18 men. 


These heavy casualties came 
during a few days of relatively 
light action, and if the Syrians 
continue their present system of 
sporadic attacks it is inevitable 
that there will be other casual- 
ties in the future. 

To end this fighting our 
aim at this point remains dis- 
engagement, just as our ulti- 
mate aim is peace. But it is 
crucial that our security de- 
mands should be clear. We can- 
mot buy peace at the price of 
returning to the Syrians the 
gun emplacements on the near 
side of the Golan Heights from 
which they shelied the Tiberias 
are2 for so Many years — as 

_ the Syrians demand — for that 
; peace would ‘be too easily 
breached by the Syrians with- 
out much danger to themselves 
-or even their military forces. 


The persistent senseless shelling 
now in expectation of disengage- 
ment talks is evidence that the 
Syrians are quite willing to go 
on fighting and are in no hurry 
for peace. - ᾿ 
it makes some sense, in this 
connection, that generous sums 
in economic aid have been of- 
fered py the U.S. in the hope 
that Syria might turn its mind 
to reconstruction projects, as 
Egypt seems to be doing. That 
would be a welcome change in- 
deed, but there is little pros- 
pect of progress in this direction 
if the U.S., and not only the 
Soviet Union, seems ready to 
offer unlimited appeasement. 
Our own world is too narrow, 
and the threats are too many 
and varied for much appease- 


ment. 

Not only Egypt but also Jor- 
dan and the Lebanon have given 
indications in the past that they 
Jook forward to some undefined 
time that would at least be free 
of hostilities. Syria alone has 
shown no such inclination. There 
is likelihood that fighting will 
continue sporadically whatever 
is decided at Geneva, and that 
even minor strategic advantages 
in the Kuneitra area would be 
exploited by the Syrians when-
